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Officials cite rising 
tuition fees as main 
reason for decline

SANTA ANA-State financial turmoil has sent many 
Orange County students tumbling away from higher educa- 
tion as new fee hikes and reduced state aid rip the educa- 
tional rug out from underneath their feet. 

County-wide educational institutions predict a 3 percent 
overall decline in students from 1992. 

With cuts in funding, both the University of California at 
Irvine and California State University at Fullerton have 
reduced admissions by about 2 percent and 7 percent re- 
spectively. This translates to 389 less students for UCI and 
1,803 less for CSUF. 

“We’re having to lower the numbers to fit the budget,” 
said James Blackburn, CSUF admissions director. 

University officials claim students may have been dis- 
couraged from early enrollment because of the sharp fee 
increases planned to take effect this semester. 

However, when the new fees were announced last month, 
they had only risen by 10 percent in the State University 
system. As a result, walk-through registration during the 
first few weeks of school is expected to be high. 

Newly discovered funds will allow hundreds of new 
Classes to open. “I am not happy about paying higher fees.” 
said new CSUF student George Guthrie, “but at least I was 
able to get all of my classes”.

or could not afford the state tuition increases are turning to 
community colleges.

Other colleges such as Golden West College and Coastline 
Community College anticipate no increase from last year.

House Budget continues to chip away at financial aid programs

iting severe budget pressures, 
( the House of Representatives 

this summer approved a 1994 
spending bill that would cut the maxi- 
mum Pell Grant by $50 and trim other 
key financial aid programs. 

Under the bill, the maximum grant 
would fall to $2,250 in 1994. Only a year 
ago, Congress approved a $100 cut in the 
maximum grant, then $2,400, because of 
budget cuts. 

“We’re overwhelmed by the bill,” said 
David Baime, vice president of the Com- 
mittee for Education Funding, a Coalition 


of more than 100 educational organizations. 


“We’re going backward on Pell,” he said, 
and even programs such as work-study and 
supplemental grants face cuts. 

Student groups also were quick to react. 
“Every $10 cut in the Pell Grant drives 
students out of school,” said Stacey Leyton, 
president of the United States Student Asso- 
ciation. “This doesn’t represent a change 
from the Reagan-Bush years,” she said. _ 

A major reason for the Pell problems is 
the ongoing shortfall in the program dating 
back to the economic slowdown. An in- 
creasing number of needy students qualified 


for aid, but the government didn’t pro- 
vide the funds. 

President Clinton had proposed pay- 
ing off the shortfall _ now at $2 billion 
_in his economic stimulus package, but 
that bill died after a lengthy filibuster by 
Senate Republicans earlier this year. 

The House then voted to allocate $415 
million of the 1994 Pell budget toward 
the shortfall. In its report with the bill, 
the House Appropriations Committee said 
it had “no choice” but to cut the maxi- 
mum grant for next year.

Rancho Santiago College 
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County checks out hours for libraries 


= Budget problems 
force reduced 
hours and layoffs 
for several local 
facilities

SANTA ANA - Orange County-directed 
libraries experienced a punch to their hours 
of operations this summer, shaving off four 
hours a week since they were hit with budget 
cuts in July. 

The onslaught of cuts to county, city and 
special district libraries decreased library 
provided services. 

The funds allotted to most of the public 
facilities were sliced to less than half of 
what they previously received. 


“It’s a regrettable circumstance whenever 
a library’s budget is considerably reduced,” 
said County Librarian John Adams. “Li- 
brary services are so valuable, and when a 
thing like this happens, the quality of life is 
reduced.” About 44 percent of working 
hours and revenue were decreased in the 
county-directed libraries according to Adams. 

None of the 27 Orange County libraries 
under Adams’ jurisdiction experienced re- 
cent layoffs because of “anticipating the 
problems.” “We implemented a hiring freeze 
and utilized temporary help when needed,” 
Adams continued. 

Although the county libraries suffered sched- 
ule cuts and minor staffing difficulties, the 
county branches were privy to funds pro- 
vided by the state. The nine city and special 
district libraries were the hardest hit, since 
they were not entitled to the same money 
that county sites received, according to Adams. 

Library staffs were considerably pared down 
in the last 15 months in several of the city-

directed libraries, including Placentia and 
Santa Ana. 

““We’ve been able to keep the quality of 
service we’ ve provided in the past, but the 
quantity has suffered,” said Elizabeth De 
Minter, Placentia Public Library director. 
“It’s heartbreaking to watch employees 
who’ ve been here eight to 10 years leave.” 
Placentia was slated for another reduction in 
operating hours tonight. 

Materials requisitions also suffered from 
the cuts. New book titles listed for purchasing 
this year were closely scrutinized in the 
Placentia library. Its book purchasing budget 
was estimated at $140,000 annually for the 
last three years. Now it amounts to about 
$30,000, according to De Minter. 

In July, the McFadden branch of the Santa 
Ana Public Library was at the threshhold of 
permanantly shutting its doors. Santa Ana’s 
city councii considered closing the branch in 
an effort to balance part of the city’s 1993-

All of the boxes are equipped 
with large signs and flashing blue 
lights. The intent is to make them 
clearly visible, both to students and 
potential criminals. 

“Believe me, when criminals see 
those boxes they are much more 
reluctant to come on campus,” 
Johnson said. “The boxes are ar- 
ranged so that nobody is more than 
a minute away from one of them.” 

The moment that the door to a 
call box is opened the telephone 
alerts security via computer screen, 
and an officer is dispatched. With 
the new system installed the aver- 
age response time is 10 to 30 seconds. 

The system operates 24 hours a 
day on all three campuses. If there 
are no campus officers on duty, 
local police will respond. 

“I feel much safer here than I do 
at Long Beach State,” said Ariadna 
Virgil, an art student at RSC. 
"Security is much more visible.” 

“The call boxes are more than 
adequate,” said Steve LaBree, an 
RSC student who has attended the 
college for two years. “They are a 
good asset to the school and to 
deter crime.” 

While the total cost of purchasing 
and installing the cellular system 
teetered around $100,000, it came 
as a substantial savings to the col- 
lege in comparison with an esti- 
mated $250,000 for a hard wired 
system. 

“I did research at five or six other 
colleges in Northern California and 
in other states,” Johnson said. “We 
are very happy with it.”

pensation by providing emergency 
funds, she said. 

Baime said Congress could main- 
tain the $2,300 maximum grant if 
it paid less toward the shortfall. 
By reducing the shortfall payment 
by $150 million, lawmakers could 
keep Pell grants at the current 
funding level, he said. 

Elsewhere, the bill provides 
mixed signals to students. The 
House restored funding for State 


Student Incentive Grants, which 
were targeted for elimination by 
the White House. However, the 
House cut its funding by about 15 
percent, or $10 million. 
Lawmakers also approved a cut 
in federal work-study funds from 
$616 million last year to $586 
million this year. The White House 
wanted an even deeper cut in its 
budget plan. Congress also cut the 
Supplemental Educational Oppor- 


tunity Grants program. Funding for 
1994 would fall by $27 million, but 
the President had requested an $80 
million cut. 

The House also followed the lead 
of the Senate by opting for a “go 
slow” approach to direct loans. The 
spending bill contains only $22.2 
million for a demonstration pro- 
gram on direct loans, in which the 
government would replace banks 
as the central source of loans.

Consider this: illegal immigrants, under federal mandate, must be 
allowed Medical benefits, which are estimated to exceed $500 million in 
fiscal year 1993. 

Due to a Supreme Court ruling in 1982 on acase in Texas, immigration 
status cannot be considered in the right to a public education. No state 
estimate for the number of undocumented children exists, but the 
California Department of Education believes that approximately 250,000 
such children exist. According to government estimates, it costs $4,187 
a student per year for public education. That could run the state well over 
the $1 billion mark. 

Whether or not it is morally right or wrong for the state to provide these 
services to illegals and their offspring is a moot argument. The fact 
remains that, if the border was tighter, their would be less illegal 
crossings. Less illegal crossings means less immigrants using already 
tight government funds. :

Blades gives reason 


for taking agent's loan 

Former University of Miami safety Ben- 
nie Blades believes he was justified in 
taking loans of $30,000 and $40,000 
from a Fort Lauderdale-based agent be- 
tween the 1986 and 1987 seasons. 

“Here’s the thing about most of the guys 
who are playing college football,” said 
Blades. “A lot of kids are rich in Miami.

Blades said last week that Mel Levine, 
a former Fort Lauderdale-based agent, 
made thousands of dollars in secret cash 
payments to six starters on the 1987 
national championship team, with the 
understanding those players would sign 
contracts with him after the season. 

Blades said Levine arranged for him, 
his brother, Brian, receivers Michael Irvin 
and Brett Perriman, and safeties Darrell 
Fullington and Selwyn Brown to receive 
payments. 


Walsh’s comments

Washington coach Jim Lambright said 
he was offended by Bill Walsh’s harsh 
criticism of the Huskies’ football program. 
Walsh, the Stanford coach, said during 
the offseason that former Huskies coach 
Don James ran an outlaw program and 
branded the Washington players “mer- 
cenaries.”
